The telegraph lines oetween New- 


ark and Washington are still hot from 
the hundreds of messages that have 
passed between the two points during 
the past twelve hours. 


Word came late Monday night from 


the National Capital saying Newark's 
public building bill is in danger and 
that Postmaster George D. Heisey, 
who has been in Washington since last 
Wednesday, has partly succeeded in 
Ms effort to block the public building. 
The message which came to a number 
of Newark citizens Breads as follows: 


"Postmaster Heisey here since Wed- 


nesday. Newark's public building in 
danger. You better wire me quick 
urging favorable action committee on 
public building to counteract his influ- 
ence.

The news spread like wildfire over 


the city and instantly Uie people were 
up in arms. 


President Prout called the directors 


of the Board of Trade in session and 
immediately sent a telegram to Con- 
gressman Ashbrook. The message is 
printed below. At 
this writing

seems probable thr.t the 
Board of 


Trade will send a delegation to Wash- 
ington Tuesday nignt to urge the 
adoption of the site selected for the 
proposed federal building. 


Those who received word of the sit- 


uation in Washington at" once 
sent 


replies and then got busy in spreading 
the news and in consequence Wash- 
ington was flooded with hundreds of 
Newark telegrams urging the govern- 
ment to proceed with tue 
postoffice 


building. 


The telegrams were sent by New- 


ark merchants, bankers, 
real 
estate 


dealers, druggists, 
doctors, dentists, 


lawyers, business men and all of them 
were strong in urging 
Uie govern- 


ment officials to proceed with the work 
along the lines laid down. 


As recently printed in 
these col- 


umns the government has accepted 


Washington, D. C.. May 5.—(3 p. m.)—I under- 


stood that Postmaster George D. Heisey will start home 
tonight having been told at 11 o'clock today that no addi- 
tional appropriation would be made for Newark's pub- 
lic building. He claims the Sherwood site is not satis- 
factory to the citizens, but I think the telegrams pour- 
ing in will convinc the committee that the contrary is 
true.

London, May 5.— The unrest with 


which British India lias been seething 
since 1899 has at last attained such 
proportions that the home government 
is confronted with 
the 
necessity of 


placing forces ja the field to suppress 
a rebellion as well as an invasion from 
Afghanistan. 


The London papers express the hope 


that the ameer, Habib-XJllah; has not 
directed the Shinwari raid, but admit 
the extreme gravity of the 
situaion 


and the necessity for immediate pre- 
cautionan measures to 
hinder 
any- 


further incursions or anything 
that 


might encourage the Bengalese tribes 
to rise in revolt. 


It is not yet known whether 
the 


Afghan force 
which 
attacked 
the 


block houses near Landi Khotal has 
retreated through th« pass or 
not. 


Nothing is known of the other force 
which was reported moving into the 
Bazaar valley. All news dispatches 
are strictly censored in Simla, but it 
is evident in the Indian office that the 
situation is 
considered 
extremely 


grave.

There is known to be a strong revo- 


lutionary feeling against the ameer in 
his own dominions, mostly fostered by 
his brother, who took advantage 
of 


Habib-Ullah's recent trip to India to 
spread the report that 
Hubib-UHah 


was about to abondon the teachings of 
the Sunnites. This report, is said to 
have stirred up a great deal of fanati- 
cal opposition to the ameer, so it is 
suggested that the 
present invasion 


of British India has been set in mo- 
tion without his permission or knowl- 
edge, but it is 'believed that the great- 
er iportion of the army will 
remain 


loyal to the ameer.

Daily Express says 
that the

British conspiracy among the Bengal 
natives, in connection with which the 
seized a larse number of bombs, is 
proving to be more serious and wider 
spread as investigation .progresses. P 
develops that the conspiracy was not 
a mere plot for revenge upon certain 
officers, but an attempt at revolution. 


The startling "isclosures made in- 


clude a plot to kill General Viscount 
Kitchener. 
comander-in-chief 
in 


India, and other high officers. 
Promi- 


nent Bengalcse are 
implicated and 


sensational ai rests are expected. 


India's increasing restlesness, as 


shown by plots discovered during the 
last few years by the British rulers 
of the country, first became apparent 
in the great Tinnevely district in the 
early summer of 1899. 
Serious riots 


started among the natives, but were 
quickly quelled by 
the 
authorities. 


These riots took place in June, 1S99. 
and two years later were followed by 
similar disturbances in several 
pro- 


vinces. 


Definite reports of impending trou- 


ble among the Wiley natives of India 
were received last summer, when it 
was stated that many districts of Ben- 
gal contained thousands of disaffected 
natives, and that the seriousness of 
the situation was hardly realized at 
that time by the Europeans. 


An active organization was formed 


in the Bengal provinces las- summer 
by the- natives, the object being to 
train its members in 
.uuierv

sword exercise, and, ir is said, even in 
the use of arms 
This organization 


has branches in every town and vil- 
lage of Bengal, and some members of 
the Bengal aristocracy belong to it. 


AccordirV to cable dispatches from

uine feeling of unrest, which may 
break out into open warfare at al- 
most any time.

Jackson, Ky., May 5—Ex-Sheriff 


Ed Callahan, chief lieutenant of Jiitt 
Hargis throughout the famous 
ten 


jear feud of the Hargis-Cockrill fac- 
tions in "Bloody" Breathitt county, 
was mortally wounded by his brother- 
in-law, John Spicer, during- a fight in 
Callahan's store Monday in Crocketts- 
ville. 
A moment later 
Spicer was 


shot by Callanan's son, Wilson, and 
fell dead across his victim's body. 


At the same time in Jackson, Dan- 


iel White, a Hargis feudist, shot and 
killed Jim Fugate 
of the 
Cockrill 


faction at the height of another gun, 
tittle in the street. 


If fate had been bent upon dealing 


death out to the hands of all the Har- 
gis clan at the hands of its own rela- 
tives it could not have wrought more 
successfully. 
It is not three months 


ago, that Beech Hargis shot down his 
father, Judge James Hargis, and-now 
Callahan is dying of the knife thrusts 
delivered by his own sister's husband. 


•Callahan and Spicer had been at 


odds since the former's wife left him 
last year. Judgments had been found 
against the ex-sheriff on the strength 
of his compilicity in the murder-ol' 
James B. Marcum, who was shot to 
death by Hargis' nephew. Curt Jett, 
while Hargis and Callahan looked, on. 
Monday Spicer 
entered 
Callahan's 


store in Crockettsville and demanded 
to know if the ex-sheriff intended to 
pay off the judgments and thus win a 
reconcilation with his wife. CallaJhan 
leaped over the counter and struck 
at Spicer) who drew a knife. 


The two men fought 
about 
the 


store for 10 minutes, 
when Spicer 


made a thrust with his weapon that 
nearly severed Callahan's right arm. 
As Callahan fell Spicer stepped over 
him and sank the blade again and 
again into his body. 


He was still stabbing _ his uncon- 


scious victim when Wilson Callahan, 
the son,_ran in, pulled a pistol arid 
shot Spicer through the head. Later 
he gave himself up ,and was locked 
in jail. He was released on hail. 


While this'mortal comhat was going 


on in Crockettsville the other feudists 
—White and Fugate—met in front of 
the famous Hargis store here. While 
is a cousin of Tom White, now serv- 
ing a life imprisonment in Lexington 
for aiding Curt Jett in the murder of 
Marcum. 


The two men, who had long marked 


each other for death drew guns at 
first sight and the street rang with 
their fusilades. 
Fugate 
carried 
a 


fchotgun. His aim was good and he 
blinded hi? antagonist with birdshofc 
befor° White finally put a Winchester 
bullet into his heart. 


The entire section of the state is 


in an uproar. Factlonists are flock- 
ing here and to Crockettsville from 
the nearby mountains and hamlets, 
and it is feared that there may be 
more bloodshed before morning.

I'm a self made man. 1 started as 


fireman on a locomotive, passed ten 
years as engineer and rose to be gen- 
eral superintendent of the road. 


Now, there is a -vast difference be- 


tween a fireman or engineer and a gen- 
eral superintendent. But I didn't get 
the big head. I never considered my- 
eelf or any of my family any better for 
my sitting in a revolving chair tapping 
a bell for some one to vtait on me thah 
when I had my bund on the throttle, 
and when Tom Millikiu, a locomotive 
engineer, came courting my daughter 
Susie I didn't turn him down because 
he drove an engine. But what 1 want- 
ed for Susie was a man of nerve, 
strength and character. 


.said, "you may have Susie 


on one condition. We want a man to 
take a new passenger limited through 
in the night The distance is 300 miles, 
and it must be done in tive hours. The 
average must be sixty miles an hour, 
which means as low as fifty and as 
high as seventy. Do the job, and you 
shall have Susie." 


Tom thought a long while, then said:

sight nerve out through the sockets. 
Some of my fastest spurts came iu 
about this time, and every few minutes 
I was frightened half out of my senses. 
The first .thing to^rattle me was seeing 
something blfick? on the track dead 
ahead of me. I thought it was the rear 
end of a train with no lights out. If it 
had been there would have been no 
time to slow up, but it was gone before 
I could have done so anyway, and then 
I realized that it was the shadow of a 
bird flying across the headlight. This 
had the effect on my nerves of an es- 
cape from a sudden plunge into death. 


I had always been quick to adopt im- 


provements on the road and had put 
on electric headlights. 
This made all 


the shadows look like big black things. 
solid as masonry. The shadow of a 
telegraph pole cast on the track as it 
sometimes would be at a curve ahead 
looked for all the -world like the trunk 
of a tree. The worst scare I had was 
from something that wouldn't get out 
of the way. It was a big round black 
bowlder that appeared a few hundred 
feet ahead. 
This was the only scare 


I put on the brakes for. As 1 slowed 
down I noticed that I got ne nearer to 
it Finally I stopped short, went ahead

The owner stipulated 
express.) that the member of the firm 
was to take them out of the box, frame 
them himself, hang them on the walks 
and when the show was over follow 
the prints back through these various 
stages until a porter was ready to 
screw the cover of the packing box on 
again. The prints were so rore and 
fine that the junior partner cheerfully 
agieed to all of these conditions for 
the sake of showing the engravings. 


That tha prints were extremely rare 


may be appreciated from the fact that 
before two of them in particular came 
Into the private collector's possession 
he made a special journey to Stuttgart, 
Germany, to see them, and when he 
looked at them he left an open order to 
a dealer in that city to buj them, no 
matter what they cost. He got them, 
but he paid the highest price ever 
known for such engravings to bring.—

A QUEER TREE 


The Tumbo Is a Monstrosity of the 


African Desert. 


The -mature tumbo is a tree with a 


trunk about two feet long, (shaped 
much like an im cited cone. Almost all 
the trunk is below the surface of the 
ground, the visible part rarely exceed- 
ing a few inches But the remarkable 
feature of the stem is that it is often 
fourteen feet in clrcunifeience and be- 
comes more or less a two lobed image. 
The stem looks more like a great mass 
of "the burned crust of a 'oaf of 
bread," to quote Dr. Welvs itsch's letter, 
than the trunk of a tree. The under- 
ground portion becomes greatly elon- 
gated, and its continuation is the top 
root of the plant. This goes down sev- 
eral feet in its effort to get the few 
drops of water that the arid conditions 
of the country permit. 


There are never more than two 


leaves after the seed leaves drop off, 
and very curious leaves they me. Start 
ing from a groove on opposite sides of 
the depressed mass, they stand straight 
out on both sides of the plant. They 
are often six feet lone; and two feet 
wide and usually .split into ribbons 
that undulate over the ground in a way 
strikingly suggestive of the tentacles 
of an octopus.
